Abandoned vehicles are a real eyesore and expensive to remove. If your 
car has reached the end of the road don't dump it, call the Council which 
provides a FREE removal service for Luton residents' unwanted vehicles and 
will ensure it is destroyed and recycled correctly. 



The Council can seize untaxed vehicles and the owner will be liable to 
pay: 

• an impound fee of up to £100 up to 24 hours and £200 thereafter 

• a £21 per day storage fee 

• a fee of £160 if the vehicle is released without tax. 



Don't dump it! 

Disposing of household waste correctly plays a big part in ensuring our 
streets are clean and safe. Unfortunately some people think it is OK to 
leave big items of household rubbish in the streets and public areas. Apart 
from being unsightly these create dangerous obstacles and encourage 
vermin, which carries serious health risks. It is also a crime and residents 
that do this risk a fixed penalty notice or prosecution. 

If you run out of space in your black bin don't just leave rubbish alongside 
it - this is also considered to be flytipping and is breaking the law.

Mum says school

THE council has launched an investiga¬ 
tion after a year six pupil was only given 
jam and crackers at lunch because his 
account was £11.70 in the red. 

Colette Woodcraft, from Bramingham, 
has said it is ‘outrageous’ that kitchen 
staff at Mead Primary School fed her 
son, Hayden, 10, jam and crackers 
because she had not topped up the cash¬ 
less payments system used by some 
schools to handle dinner money transac¬ 
tions. 

A spokeswoman for Luton Borough 
Council said the authority’s catering 
policy was to ‘ensure that no child goes 
without food at lunchtime’ but added 
that parents were notified if they had 
outstanding debts. 

The incident happened on Monday 
when Hayden was not given his normal 
lunch meal. 

Mrs Woodcraft said she had forgotten to 
pay money into his account but claims 
she was not told her son would not be fed 
as a result. 

She said: “I was then told by the head¬ 
master that as soon as the money owed 
goes over £10, the school would not give 


meal substitute is 

him any food. I said to them if I had not 
given him any food all day and had just 
given him jam and crackers, then they 
would call social services. 

“If I had been told I would have paid 
money straight away but I did not know 
that it had even gone over.” 

She added: “I have heard that all the 
teachers have complained about the 
policy but the council is not budging. I 
think it’s absolutely outrageous. 

“If they had called me and spoken to me 
I would have no problem but to do it 
without any contact with his parents?” 

Luton Council said parents are sent two 
letters and called by staff if they have 
debts. 

The spokeswoman said the policy is 
meant to stop ‘significant numbers of 
previous occurrences of late payments 
and bad debts on school meals’. 

Mrs Woodcraft, who paid the balance 
after speaking with the school on 
Tuesday, said: “They said that they gave 
him a letter. 

“He said he had it but he is just a child 
and you know what kids are like.” 

A council spokeswoman said: “We are 
very sorry to hear what has happened to 
this child and apologise for any distress 
this may have caused. 

“It is Luton Borough Council’s catering

policy to try to ensure that no child goes 
without food at lunchtime. 

“In line with our policy two letters were 
issued to the parent via the school 
requesting payment for the outstanding 
debt, and as we did not receive a response, 
this was followed up with two phone 
calls. 

“The policy is in place to prevent 
significant numbers of previous occur¬ 
rences of late payments and bad debts on 
school meals, however, we will investi¬ 
gate further to see if the policy has been 
applied correctly and to determine if it 
needs revising, as we would not want to 
see a repeat of this type of incident.” 

She added: “We have received three 
enquiries from schools seeking clarifica¬ 
tion on the council’s school meals service 
debt policy. 

“Letters to parents regarding outstand¬ 
ing payments for school meals are sent 
out by individual kitchen managers, 
therefore we are unable to confirm how 
many children have stopped accessing 
school meals as a result of issues around 
debt. 

“The Luton School Meals Service pro¬ 
vides 19,000 meals each day and in the 
last 18 months we are only aware of one 
other issue of a child not being served a 
meal.”

TUESDAY saw a new mayor 
sworn in by Luton Borough 
Council, with a surprising 
choice for his number two in 
the coming year. 

Cllr Dave Taylor has been 
elected as mayor, with Cllr 
Sameera Saleem taking up the 
role as deputy. 

The positions have recently 
been filled by senior members 
of the council after several 
years of service, but Cllr Saleem 
will be taking on the role of 
deputy in her first term. 

On his new deputy, who was 
awarded the position just 12 
days after the election, Cllr 
Taylor said: “Despite this being 
her first term, I definitely think 
she’s up to the job. 

“Sameera’s very able, very 
intelligent and I think she’ll do 
very well in the role. 

“I’m going to be giving her 
guidance along the way to help 
her learn the ropes but I have no 
doubts about her ability.” 

Cllr Taylor, a long-serving 
member of Luton Borough 
Council, was first elected in 
Dallow in 1987 and currently 
represents Dallow. 

He grew up in the town, 
attending Ramridge Primary 
School and Stopsley Secondary 
School. 


Cllr Saleem, daughter of Cllr 
Raja Saleem, was elected in 
Leagrave Ward. 

They will serve for the coming 
municipal year, replacing pre¬ 
vious mayor, Mohammed 
Farooq, and his deputy Tahir 
Malik. 

Cllr Taylor served as executive 
member for environment in the 
last council administration. He 
is a former chair of develop¬ 
ment control and chair of scru¬ 
tiny. 

On his election to the role, he 
said: “I’m pleased and very hon¬ 
oured to have been given this 
position. I am looking forward 


to working with a number of 
charities, the community and 
following in the footsteps of 
previous mayors of the town.” 

He has also announced that 
the mayor’s charities for the 
year will be Autism 
Bedfordshire, Headway (South 
Bedfordshire) and Keech 
Hospice. 

The pair will officially take 
their roles on Wednesday at the 
mayor making ceremony at the 
Town Hall.

On the run teens 
are sniffed out by 
police tracker dog 

A 15-YEAR-OLD boy has been charged 
with burglary offences and another 
13-year-old boy has been released on 
bail after both of them were arrested 
during a search involving a police dog 
and a helicopter. 

The operation took place in Houghton 
Regis in the early hours of last Saturday 
at just after 2am when police were called 
to Brentwood Close. 

The officers had received reports that a 
group of four youths was acting suspi¬ 
ciously. They had run away from the 
area after being spotted by a member of 
the public. 

An officer and a dog from the 
Bedfordshire, Cambridgeshire and 
Hertfordshire (BCH) Dog Unit were 
deployed to assist with the search, as 
well as the police helicopter. 

The dog, called Otto, and his handler 
were first on scene and Otto tracked 
through a series of streets and alleyways 
for just under a mile before reaching 
Leaf Road, where three of the group were 
found. 

A fourth person was seen running from 
the area and, once the three people 
detained were taken into custody by 
other officers, Otto was again tracking 
with his handler. 

This time, Otto led his handler to a gar¬ 
den and, with assistance from the heli¬ 
copter, quickly located the fourth per¬ 
son. 

Following the arrests, a 14-year-old 
and a 19-year-old were released without 
charge. 

The 15-year-old was charged with 
going equipped for burglary and the 
13-year-old was bailed until June. 

Sergeant Vicky Stoughton, from the 
BCH Dog Unit, said: “Day or night, our 
team is out and about across the three 
counties and happily assisting other 
officers with varying types of incidents.” 


COUNCIL TAX BILLS RESENT 

NEW council tax bills will be 
sent to residents following the 
referendum in which residents 
rejected an increase in the 
police portion of their bill. 

The bills had been raised at 
the beginning of the financial 
year but will now be revised to 
reflect an increase of two per 
cent instead of the 15.84 pro¬ 
posed by the PCC. 


DEODORANT SET OFF FIRE ALARM ANTI-SLAVERY BOSS IN LUTON 


FIREFIGHTERS were called out 
to a bizarre call this week 
involving deodorant fumes. 

The fumes reportedly set off 
fire alarms at the Lea Manor 
recreation centre in Northwell 
Drive on Thursday morning. 

Bedfordshire Fire and Rescue 
Service attended the incident 
but upon arrival were told it 
was a false alarm. 


THE UK’s anti-slavery commis¬ 
sioner Kevin Hyland attended a 
conference on human traffick¬ 
ing in Marsh Farm on Tuesday. 

The event was aimed at high¬ 
lighting the issue, which is 
often called a ‘hidden crime’. 

Human trafficking is said to 
be the second most profitable 
crime after drugs and has an 
annual value of around £20m.

derails 


Sign shunned by 
doubting locals

PLANNED strikes by 
rail workers have been 
called off after unions 
received an improved 
offer over pay. 

Members of the RMT 
and TSSA unions had 
been due to stage a 
24-hour strike tomor¬ 
row at 5pm, which 
would have caused 
widespread disruption. 

Most services are 
expected to run as 
usual now the unions 
have made a deal with 
Network Rail, though 
some will still be affect¬ 
ed by planned engin¬ 
eering work. 

The proposed strike 
was called off on 
Thursday afternoon 
following four days of 
negotiations. 

Manuel Cortes, gener¬ 
al secretary of the TSSA 
rail union, said: “Our 
negotiating team at 
ACAS has received a 
revised offer from 
Network Rail. 

“As a result of this, 
they have suspended 
the planned industrial 
action, pending the 
outcome of a meeting of 
our workplace repre¬ 
sentatives next week.” 

RMT general secre¬ 
tary Mick Cash said: 
“Following the ACAS 
talks, RMT has received 
a revised offer that ena¬ 
bles us to suspend the 
planned industrial 
action while we consult 
in full with our Network 
Rail representatives.” 

The strike would have 
seen signallers, mainte¬ 
nance staff and station 
workers walk out, in the 
first national rail strike 
for 20 years. 


RESIDENTS have mocked a 
new sign welcoming people 
to Luton calling it the ‘most 
ridiculous thing they’ve 
ever seen’. 

The banner, made out of 
stone chippings, has drawn 
criticism on social media 
since it opened last week. 

On Twitter, Dave Witchalls 
was particularly dismissive, 
saying: “Who on earth 
thought a massive ‘Welcome 
to Luton’ sign in one of the 
mounds created as part of 
the new layout was a good 
idea?” 

His view was shared by 
Simon Parker, who said: 


“The ‘Welcome to Luton’ 
made out of tarmac sign is 
the most ridiculous thing I 
have seen.” 

Roger Hadrell was quick to 
point out a flaw in the 
design, tweeting about 
the wonky letters, as ^ 
the C and M are off 
kilter but he also i 
saw the funny 
side, saying that 
it almost looks 
like the Holly- 1 
wood sign, ‘if you 1 
squint’. 

The new project ^ 
was delivered as part of 
the regeneration works to 
lunction 10A of the Ml, 
which is part of Luton 
Borough Council’s £30m 
improvement scheme. 


The work was undertaken 
to improve journey times, 
going into the south of the 
town.

COUNCILLORS have agreed 
to the building of a contro¬ 
versial housing development 
which has been heavily 
opposed by residents. 

Clarence Country Homes 
wants to build 19 houses in 
Turnpike Drive, Bram- 
ingham, an area close to the 
Chiltern Area of Outstanding 
Natural Beauty. 

Luton Borough Council 
received a petition of 311 sig¬ 
natures against the scheme, 
along with 130 letters of rep¬ 
resentations. 


Caroline Collins, a resident 
in the area, said she was con¬ 
cerned about how the devel¬ 
opment would affect the local 
environment. 

She said: “It’s a loss of an 
area of local landscape value 
and greenbelt land. There’s a 
detrimental impact upon res¬ 
idential amenities. 

“It fails to respect and 
enhance the character of the 
other buildings on the estate 
and the views, combined 
with the unacceptable visual 
impact on surrounding coun¬ 
tryside and the loss of a safe 
pedestrian right of way.” 

Councillor Mahmood 
Hussain, one of those who 


voted for the proposals, said 
he had been one of the resi¬ 
dents who moved into the 
first Turnpike Drive develop¬ 
ment when it was opposed by 
Warden Hill residents in the 
1970s. 

He said: “I lived there for a 
few years and then came the 
Barton Hills development, 
and that was opposed by peo¬ 
ple in Turnpike Drive who 
didn’t want it because it 
would have increased traffic 
and caused all the other 
things that the people in 
Turnpike Drive didn’t want. 

“So any development that 
does happen will have oppo¬ 
sition.”

GP unconvinced by 
7-day NHS proposal

NOT enough detail has been given on plans 
to introduce a seven-day a week health ser¬ 
vice, a retired senior doctor has warned. 

Dr Nina Hawking, a retired GP from 
Dunstable with 36 years of experience, said 
she was unsure proposals by the government 
to hire 5,000 GPs and deliver a seven-day NHS 
were ‘sustainable’. 

This week, prime minister David Cameron 
repeated his pre-election pledge to increase 
NHS budgets by at least £8bn a year by 2020 
and change working patterns. 

Dr Hawking said: “Like everybody, I would 
like to see a lot more detail as to how he 
intends to get to a seven-day a week service. 

“I really would like to see any evidence any¬ 
one has that it is necessary and desirable, or 
that the patients want it. 

“There is some fix on the idea that people 
turn up to the A&E because they cannot get 
appointments with their GP but there is abso¬ 
lutely no evidence to support this.” 

However, not all who have reacted to the 
prime minister’s announcement have 
expressed doubts. 

Margo Leftly, director of Bedford-based 
healthcare recruitment agency Healthier 
Recruitment Ltd, said permanent posts could 
help the NHS cut expenditure on agency staff. 

She said: “There is the idea that there are no 
staff. Yes, there are some shortages but in 
regard to highly skilled people such as GPs, 
there are candidates who out there who want 
longer term positions.” 


Right up your street 

Look back at 
streets that 


once were 


IN this week’s edition, Howard Chandler looks 
at the streets which have disappeared. 

Walked down Gillam Street lately? If not, 
you’re out of luck because it no longer exists. 

The ring road scheme that created a new 
highway between Old Bedford Road and 
Hitchin Road by the railway station resulted 
in the loss of a road that had existed since at 
least 1883, although with a change of name. 

Ashton Street in High Town was often con¬ 
fused with Ashton Road, off London Road, 
much to the annoyance of local traders. 

Ken Cooper writes in his book ‘Luton: Scene 
Again’ that a Wesleyan Mission was founded 
in Ashton Street in 1883. In 1928, Ashton 
Street was renamed after the leader of the 
Mission, James Gillam, a man so respected 
for his good works. 

It is not that unusual for roads to be rede¬ 
veloped or renamed. Senior Lutonians may 
remember Smart Street, now part of the 
Crawley Green Road roundabout, or Clyde 
Road, demolished for the Ml J11 slip road.

A TEENAGER with a rare 
undiagnosed muscle weak¬ 
ness tells how the process of 
writing has given her a new 
perspective on life through 
the pages of her first book. 

Katie Ann-Burke, 19, from 
Welywn Garden City, said she 
has been looking back on her 
‘amazing childhood’ and 
wishing she had been ‘nicer 
to the people in my primary 
school’. 

She has been receiving sup¬ 
port from Keech Hospice to 
help her publish an autobiog¬ 
raphy she began writing four 
years ago. 

Her disability, which affects 


all the muscles in her body, 
began manifesting itself 
when she was nine. It limits 
the activities she can do 
without assistance. 

She said: “I can’t smile so 
everyone thinks I’m misera¬ 
ble 24/7. It affects me in so 
many ways. 

“I can’t express how much it 
affects me, no-one will truly 
understand until they’ve 
experienced it first hand.” 

Katie was referred to Keech 
when she was 15 and it 
was there that nurse Jackie 
Purdy contacted publishers 
Pegasus Elliot Mackenzie. 

Katie said: “I wrote it 
because my sister, my mum 
and I were discussing differ¬ 
ent jobs me and my sister 


could have and it suddenly 
dawned on me that there 
were very few jobs I could do 
without help, and typing is 
one of the only things I can 
do without assistance. 

“It’s made me look back and 
realise what an amazing 
childhood I had. 

“It’s made me wish I’d been 
nicer to the people in my pri¬ 
mary school because, now 
that I’m out of school, I real¬ 
ise how awesome they were. 
The book is going to be a 
realistic view of how it feels to 
be disabled, my experiences. 

“I hope people will realise 
how lucky they are to have 
strong muscles.” 

The book’s publication date 
is yet to be decided.

A LUTON man has been sen¬ 
tenced to 10 years in prison 
after kidnapping a man and 
driving him to a cashpoint.

DeRoses was sentenced on 
Friday, May 15 at Luton 
Crown Court.

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Far-right: ‘Stop 
targeting Luton’ 


RECENT years have seen Luton become a 
target for the far-right, with the National 
Front, the English Defence League and now 
Britain First seeing the town as a place to 
try to garner support. Reporter NICK SMITH 
asks, is this Luton? 


IN six months, I saw three 
street protests in Luton. 

Two of these marches were 
led by the EDL, apparently 
with the aim of dividing the 
community and targeting a 
particular group. 

Another far right group, 
Britain First, has now 
announced it will take to the 
streets of Luton for a dem¬ 
onstration on fune 27. 

The group claims to be 
marching in protest at the 
‘hotbed for Islamic extrem¬ 
ism’ Luton has become. 
Britain First’s deputy leader, 
fayda Fransen decribed the 
town as an ‘Islamic ghetto 
where non-Muslims now 
feel intimidated to go’. 

But is this Luton? 

For most community lead¬ 
ers, the answer is simple: no, 
it is not. 

Reverend Mike Tones, of St 
Mary’s Church said: “Britain 
First regularly claim to be 
defending Christian Britain. 

“The hate-filled atmos¬ 
phere on these marches 
doesn’t represent the reli¬ 
gion, or churches in Luton. 

“As Christians we want to 
share our faith, but we’re 
also called to love our neigh¬ 


bour, and live at peace with 
them. 

“Britain First seem to have 
a very different approach.” 

Last year, members of the 
group carried out a series of 
‘mosque invasions’, where 
they stormed places of wor¬ 
ship to hand out bibles. 

“This is Great Britain,” 
Fransen says, “this is a 
Christian country and we 
want Islamic extremists 
out.” 

But Peter Adams, who is 
based at St Mary’s and 
works with interfaith groups 
across Luton, said this 
attitude is not shared or 
endorsed by the vast majori¬ 
ty of residents. He added: “It 
attracts negative attention 


to the town and it’s provok¬ 
ing a lot of anger among the 
people. 

“The EDL is divided and 
their local power base has 
gone. 

“At last November’s there 
were very few people from 
Luton and on New Year’s 
Eve, none of the 12 were 
from the town.” 

So why does Luton contin¬ 
ue to be the focus for such 
divisive far-right politics? 

Dawood Masood, founder 
& CEO of Quba Trust, an 
inter-faith youth group in 
Luton, believes there is a 
lack of understanding at the 
core of these groups. 

He added: “As a proud 
young Lutonian it does

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worry me that an organisa¬ 
tion that has previously 
been known to dirupt and 
barge in to local faith insti¬ 
tutions is intending to come 
and cause more anxiety 
into our town. 

“I believe the hatred 
Britain First have for the 
Muslims and Islam is born 
out of ignorance and lack of 
interaction with real, 
decent, normal Muslims.” 

Luton is a place of great 
diversity, and Peter Adams 
believes the job of interfaith 


- who promote an under¬ 
standing of all faiths and 
religions - is more impor¬ 
tant than ever. 

He said: “One has to hope 
that the sentiment these 
groups spread has dissipat¬ 
ed in the town, but of 
course that could change. 

“Last year with their 
mosque invasions, how they 
just walked in, it showed 
how vulnerable people can 
be to groups like these.” 

I said I saw three marches 
in six months: two were 


conducted by the EDL. The 
other was the March for 
Justice - held in January of 
this year - which saw people 
of all faiths and back¬ 
grounds united under one 
banner. 

In September, Lewsey 
Farm will stand still for 
Luton Council of Faiths’ 
annual Peace Walk. 

Isn’t this what we want 
Luton to be about? 

Bringing communities 
together, instead of looking 
to divide them.

MAD MAX 


Cinemas in Luton 

All this week 

LOUD, brash and non-stop, 
George Miller brings the post- 
apocalyptic franchise roaring 
back to life with relentless action 
and brutal characters. 

The fourth outing in the Mad Max 
series sees Tom Hardy take on the 
iconic role of Max, a survivor in 
Australia who is captured by the 
War Boys loyal to cult leader 
Immortan Joe. 

As Joe relentlessly pursues his 
renegade general, Imperator 
Furiosa, who has stolen a war rig to 
transport his prized five wives to 
safety, Max is strapped to the hood 
of War Boy Nux’s car as the gang set 
out in hot pursuit. 

Max soon escapes and reluctantly 
helps Furiosa in her quest to free 
the wives and get them to the green 
place that can offer protection and 
freedom. 

What ensues over the next two 
hours is pure choreographed chaos 
in an exhilarating chase across the 
barren outback. Miller’s well-oiled 
chase sequence rarely stops, paus¬ 
ing only to offer brief explanations 
before the onslaught continues. 


In fact, Fury Road has very little 
dialogue and relies heavily on 
stunning visuals, harsh characters 
and the odd stony glance from 
Hardy. It may sound confusing but 
Miller weaves stunts and special 
effects artfully together so you’re 
left in no doubt who is fighting 
whom and for what motive. 

Hardy does a fine job as Max, 
even if he is practically mute for 
most of the film, and is certainly 


‘mad’ as he is tormented by night 
terrors and vivid hallucinations. 
He mumbles, grunts and has an 
intimidating presence as a man 
who has lost everything. 

But does his performance beat 
Mel Gibson’s? Probably not, but 
that’s not entirely Hardy’s fault 
given that the character was writ¬ 
ten better in Road Warrior with a 
little dark humour and personality, 
plus he spoke more than just a 


dozen words. 

Miller shifts our focus to the 
female characters with Charlize 
Theron in the strong leading role as 
Furiosa. Character connections 
only develop when Max meets 
Furiosa, who doesn’t trust men and 
isn’t afraid to fight dirty. 

Theron’s performance is extraor¬ 
dinary as her hardened front is 
dented only by slight moments of 
grief, with one exceptional moment 
when she sinks to her knees in 
despair. Miller isn’t afraid to make 
this a female orientated film: 
Furiosa and the wives fleeing male 
oppression, seeking out the ‘green 
place of many mothers’, the con¬ 
cept of breeders and the slightest 
hints of romance. 

But you could be forgiven if you 
questioned why this film wasn’t 
called ‘Imperator Furiosa’ given 
how Max is side-lined in the first 
act. It’s clear from the haphazard 
and vague plot that Miller is only 
interested in throwing you straight 
into the action and leaves you to 
figure out the story later. 

Ultimately the writing lets this 
film down. It would have been 
great to see Max’s character devel¬ 
op beyond the occasional confus¬ 
ing flashback and he definitely 
should have entered the action 
much earlier on.

Vauxhall ADAM 

Take a look inside ... 


The Vauxhall ADAM Rocks Air 
is a car that doesn’t take itself 
too seriously and is the perfect 
antidote to the usual boring 
superminis. With jacked-up body 
styling and a sliding soft top roof, 
this car is at its best with the 
turbocharged 1.0-litre three- 
cylinder engine. 

The ADAM Rocks Air is 
available with a choice of three 
engines. The 70PS 1.2-litre 
engine and the 87PS 1.4-litre 
engine we’ve seen before and 
very serviceable units they are. 
Of more interest is the 
introduction of a 1.0-litre 
three-cylinder powerplant, 
good for I 15PS thanks to its 
turbocharger. 

It’s the first Vauxhall to get 
this engine, which is the main¬ 
stay of the fourth generation 
Corsa range. When plumbed 
into the open-topped ADAM, 
it’s capable of getting to 62mph 
in under 10 seconds. 

Unlike most three-cylinder 
units, it’s been designed to of¬ 
fer excellent refinement, with 
the characteristic warble of a 
three-pot only really audible 
when you mash the throttle. 
With 170Nm available at just 
1,800rpm, it’s a more relax¬ 


ing engine than you’d imagine, 
albeit with a slightly elastic feel 
to the throttle response. 

As car enthusiasts, we tend 
to be drawn towards all that is 
authentic and worthy and have 
a healthy scepticism for any¬ 
thing that looks like marketing 
puff. On that basis, we ought 
to abhor the Vauxhall ADAM 
Rocks Air. Nobody needs a 
convertible that plays at being a 
4x4 supermini. It appears to be 
the work of a rather desperate 
marketing department playing 
catch up. Despite these initial 
suspicions, the car emerges as 
something surprisingly likeable. 
Don’t take it too seriously and 
it’s a vehicle that has a lot going 
for it. It looks interesting, it’s 
well equipped and that 1.0-litre 
engine is a belter. 

Perhaps at times we’re guilty 
of overanalysing; taking things a 
little too seriously. The Vauxhall 
ADAM Rocks Air is the perfect 
antidote to this tendency. It’s a 
car that wryly pokes fun of the 
typical car anorak. Life’s serious 
enough as it is. If we all bought 
on rational grounds, we’d prob¬ 
ably all be driving Golfs. Here’s 
a car that celebrates a little 
irrationality. More power to it.

Hatters confirm departures 
of three suspended players 


HATTERS 

LUTON Town have confirmed the departures 
of Ricky Miller, Shaun Whalley and Danny 
Fitzsimons - all players who had previously 
been suspended by the club. 

Striker Miller and winger Whalley were both 
arrested following an alleged assault in 
Hockliffe last month and are currently on bail 
until June 2. 

Miller has had his contract terminated, sub¬ 
ject to appeal, following an internal investiga¬ 
tion into a breach of club discipline, whereas 
Whalley departs by mutual consent. 

Fitzsimons also leaves by mutual consent 
and was suspended due to a separate breach of 
club discipline which the Hatters have not 
elaborated on. 

Miller, 26, signed from Boston United in the 
summer and made 12 appearances for Luton in 
all - ten from the bench - and scored twice 
against Newport County and Tranmere. 

Luton have said they will make no further 
comment on his release. 

Twenty-seven-year-old Whalley arrived from 
Southport in the summer of 2013 and was part 
of the Conference winning team, scoring five 
goals in 27 matches. 

Defender Fitzsimons, 23, failed to make an 
appearance for Luton after joining from Histon

in June 2013. He suffered a serious cruciate 
ligament injury and had to make do with loan 
spells at Brackley and Bishop’s Stortford.

The season was 
difficult to take

Hatters supporter Jack Hollands 
reflects on an up-and-down first 
season back in the Football 
League for Luton Town. 

TOWN’S first season back in 
League Two since 2009/10 was 
always going to be an emotional 
one. 

Two play-off final heartbreaks 
and a lowest ever finish in our 
history was now all forgotten due 
to a phenomenal season that saw 
the Hatters crowned as 
Conference champions and pro¬ 
moted back into the Football 
League. 

I wanted to take a look back 
through some highs and lows 
supporters have experienced 
during our first season back. 

What better place to start than 
our first game back, and could 
we have been given a longer trip? 
Geographically not. 

A magnificent 1,088 Hatters 
made the 550 plus mile round 
trip up to Brunton Park, home of 
Carlisle United Football Club. 

They saw Luton pick up their 
first three points of the season 
courtesy of a first half strike from 
Mark Cullen. 

It was a beautiful day and the 
thousand-plus Hatters were 
basked in sunshine. It was a sea 
of orange and white in that cor¬ 
ner of the ground and my word it 
erupted when Cullen poked 
home from just a few yards out. 

We managed to see the game 
out, although I’m not sure how as 
chance after chance was left 
squandered by Carlisle. 


But that was it - 90 minutes 
were up - and the final whistle 
went. Cue ‘Luton Are Back’ songs 
all the way home. 

What followed were some real¬ 
ly tough results to take, a run of 
six straight games including four 
at home which went by without a 
win. Was this league going to be 
as easy as we first thought? 

A packed Kenilworth Road saw 
us go down 1-0 to AFC 
Wimbledon. A summer target of 
Luton’s that year, Matt Tubbs, 
scoring the game’s only goal. 

The defeat was especially hard 
to take after what had been 
geared up to be our time back on 
the ‘big stage’. 

We battled bravely but just 
couldn’t find the cutting edge we 
needed. However, what meant 
more to me that day was the 
2-300 or so Hatters that stayed 
behind a good half-an-hour after 
the final whistle, singing their 
hearts out for their heroes who 
had just been beaten. 

Draws against Bury and 
Accrington, as well as defeats at 
the hands of Shrewsbury and 
Plymouth, followed. 

Then, as if from nowhere, 
something within the team just 
seemed to ‘click’. I remember 
John Still saying in his press con¬ 
ference after the 0-0 draw away 
to York that he’d seen something 
change that evening, a platform 
to build on, and he wasn’t wrong. 

Eleven games unbeaten saw us 
go into the end of November top 
of the table. So what were my 
personal highlights during this 
remarkable run of results?

HATTERS boss John Still admitted that 
he's had his eye on Jack Marriott for a 
while after the former Ipswich Town 
striker became Luton's first new signing 
of the summer. 

The 20-year-old has penned a one year 
deal at Kenilworth Road with a view to a 
longer stay and is the first arrival as Still 
seeks to freshen up his squad for another 
crack at League Two glory. 

Still told lutontown.co.uk: “Jack’s quick, 
he’s aggressive, he’s had a bit of Football 
League experience and he’s scored goals 
in the Conference. 

“He’s somebody we actually looked at 
bringing in on loan during the Conference 
title season but we decided against it as 
we had the firepower at the time. 

“So naturally he’s a player we’ve been 
looking at for a while -1 actually first saw 


him playing for Ipswich reserves. 

“And what I liked about him - putting 
goals to one side - was his attitude on the 
pitch. So we kept a close eye on him and 
when we knew something could be pos¬ 
sible we’ve moved quickly.” 

Marriott was released by Ipswich at the 
end of the season to pave the way for his 
move to Kenilworth Road and has previ¬ 
ously spent three goalscoring loan spells 
at Conference side Woking, as well as 
temporary stints in the Football League 
with Carlisle, Colchester and Gillingham. 

He made his debut for Ipswich Reserves 
against Luton at 15 and made three 
appearances for their first team. 

Marriott told Hatters player: “I’ve had 
two good seasons out on loan and learned 
a lot but now I’m ready to settle at a club 
where I’ve got a good chance to contrib¬ 
ute to the team. 

“I like to run in behind and threaten 
defences, hassle them and I don’t give 
them a minute’s peace, and I like to score 
goals, that is my main target. I pride 
myself on goalscoring.”

Don't put your foot in it 

It smells, is disgusting and it carries disease so 
make sure that your dog remains man's best 
friend and clean up after them. 

Responsible dog owners dispose of their dog 
mess properly in a bin. There are sadly still a few 
owners who prefer to ignore what their pet is 
leaving behind on the streets, paths or parks. 
This is not only unpleasant, but also illegal and 
dangerous. Anyone in charge of a dog who does 
not clean up risks a £50 fixed penalty notice and 
a court appearance with a fine of up to £1,000. 

The Council's dog warden service works with 
the SoLUTiONs partnership to help to tackle the 
problem. 



Allowing your dog to mess on the street 
can be a serious health hazard. Dog 
faeces can cause a number of unpleasant 
illnesses such as toxocara canis - a parasite 
that is transmitted through swallowing 
worms or eggs from the faeces of an 
untreated dog. 

Make sure that your dog has been treated 
with the appropriate tablets and make 
sure that you clean up all dog mess and 
dispose of it safely. Always wash your 
hands thoroughly afterwards and keep 
children away from dog faeces at all 



Beware - man with a van 

If someone offers to get rid of waste for you remember that it is your responsibility to 
make sure that they are authorised to do it. A man with a van may seem as if they are 
offering you a good deal, but you could end up paying a much higher price if you break 
the law. 

The Council is concerned that a number of illegal waste carriers are targeting householders 
in Luton and in some cases intimidating them into paying them to remove waste. So make 
sure that if someone is providing this service for you that you check their details and that 
you stay within the law.

• seal gaps and cracks in your property - rats 
are experts at squeezing through tiny gaps 

• put a cage on top of your sewer stack- 
this stops rats getting into your roof space 

• ensure all manhole covers and breather 
pipes are in good repair 

• replace broken air bricks - but don't block 
them as they provide essential air flow 
under the building 

• feed birds sensibly - don't put out too 
much food or the vermin will finish it off - 
this applies to ducks in the park too.
